Member of Mohawk Tribe Has Achiev- 
ed Artistic Fame 

Twelve years ago an Indian lad, sell- 
ing the baskets of his handicraft at 
Lake of Bays in the Highlands of On- 
tario, attracted the attention of a gift- 
ed Toronto woman by his voloe, And 
now. Os-Ke-NonTon (Running Deer) 
has passed through Toronto after a 
holiday spent at Lake of Bays on his 
way back to New York, with before 
him another successful season on the 
concert platform in the United States, 
and, next spring, a return to Europe, 
where he has already achieved artis- 
tic fame, for in London last season he 
sang the part of the Medicnie Man in 
the grand opera prodtction of Hia- 
watha, and was made much of by roy- 
alty and society.

Rising Olegust of Humanity of Every- 
thing That Pertains to War 

As war grows older it almost seems 
as if it were meeting the rising dis- 
gust of humanity half-way by In- 
creasing the repulsivenoss of its own 
details, physical and moral, The 
Great War, with ita all-round em- 
ployment of weapons of a peculiar 
baseness, such as poison gas and 
venomous lying, was not only the 
greatest but the most dishonorable 
war of civilized times; and, on the 
physical side, the submarine, the acro- 
plane, and the tank have much increas- 
ed, between them, “the provision of 
such torments as slow suffocation and 
roasting alive, to be added to mere 
abridgment +f the patient's existence. 
It is unlikely that the erection of these 
novel torture-chambers will put any 
appreciable check on the number ot 
persons willing to serve in future wara, 
for it fs not the way of buman nature 
to determine the question of combat- 
ancy or non-combatancy by reference 
to the particular quality of possible 
wounds, 

But change for the worse in the 
character of warfare may reasonably 
woigh for something in the minds of 
those pollifolans by whom most wprs 
are made anid prolonged, and of those 
civillans who, profit personally by thefr 
occurrence. . If they cannot rise to 
this height of altrulsm-they may yet 
be lifted to it by another probable 
tendency of the evolution of war-a 
tendency to leave an enemy's soldiors 
and sailors alon@, as not worth polson- 
ing or byrnaing, and to burn or poison 
his most emitient politicians and heads 
of Big Business instead. For there fs 
always that growing possibility that 
any future war may .be waged against 
civilians rather than soldiers. There 
fs even the possibility that human 
Toathing for war may reach its full. 
intensity in time to preclude even 
this chofoe between targets.—Man- 
chester Guardian.

“You may study to the utmost limit 
of your endurance and by the mere 
act of study you may rest assured_you 
will do ;your brain no Injury. By 
habitual study you may overtax your 
physical endurance and you may dam- 
age your bodies ff you neglect exer- 
oise, without a doubt, but you certain- 
ly will not damage your brain. 

“You will never sucoeed in using the 
brain up to fits fall capacity. Or 
brains have moods and tempers, like 
horses or engines of motor cars—they 
have to warm up before they run 
smoothly and easily. When the brain 
starts bluggishly the healing power of 
a debauch of fletion ts often marvelous 
fn fits results. All our organs are 
bullt for emetgencies at critical junc- 
tures. The heart can rise to ten 
mes its normal output. So in the 
same way can the brain, It is upon 
this emergency ration that the modern 
schotar has to depend.”

The latest, and one of the greatest— 
the Makwar dam, on the Blue Nile, 
250 miles south of Khartoum, Egypt—

dam, the construction of which involv- 
ed the expenditure of several nitilion 
pounds, is already fulfilling its allotted 
task for the contractor—Lord Cdt- 
dray's firm, who were under a penalty 
of $500,000. a day if water Was not} 
flowing over the desert by July last.

In England the battleship Nelson, 
which “was launched on Sept, 3, has 
been called the “mystery ship,” be- 
cause the facts about her horsepower. 
the armor of her belt, deck, bulkhead 
and gun positions, her secondary bat- 
terles, torpedo tubes and speed have 
been kept a secret, It is known only 
that her displacement will be 35,000 
tons, her length 702 feet, her beam 106 
feet and hér draught 30 feet, and that 
her main battery will consist of nine 
16-inch guns, one more’ than are car- 
ried by otr most powegful three ships 
of the Maryland class. The Nelson 
is one of two battleships, the other be- 
ing the Rodney, which the Washing- 
ton Naval Treaty allows Great Britain 
to build that they may take the place 
of the King George V., Ajax, Centurion 
and Thunderer in 1927. Today: the 
Japanese navy contains the most for- 
midable battleships, the Mutsu and 
Nagato, They are superior to our 
three Marylands In being faster by two 
knots, 23 an hour to’ 21.
